l Heart Disease Caused the Death of Mazie

Deanis In & Newark Hotel,

The girl who was found dead in a room
in the Washington Hotel in Newark late on
Thursday afternoon with marks on her
neck that looked like bruises was identified
yesterday as Mazie Dennis, the seventecn-
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John
Dennis, who live at 130 Hopkins avenue,
Jersey City. An autopsy performed yes-
terday failed to show that the girl had met
with violence. It is thought that she died
of heart disease.

The police belisve they know the identity
of the man who registered at the hotel
with the girl on Wednesday night as “D.
Edwards and wife,” and who was last seen
in the hotel about 1 o'clock Thursday morn-
l ing as he was entering the room where the

irl's body was found fifteen hours later.

Ithough convinced that no crime was com-
mitted, the police are continuing their search
for the frl'n companion. They want to
question him in mrrd to the headache
ggwdor which he told the hotel clerk he had

ught to give to the girl; they want to
find out whether the girl was dead when he
left the room and, if so, why he didn't re-
port it to the hotel ‘proprmor.

John Dennis, the giri's father, is a ter.
His wife says that Mazie left home Wednes-
day afterboon, saying that she was golog
to the theatre in the evening and that she
would not be home that night, but would
stay with an aunt in Orange. She did
not tell her parents with whom she was
going to the theatre.

Her mother says that she had been very
friendly for a long time with Charles Silver-
dore, a son of Moritz V. A. Bilverdore of
95 Beacon avenue, Jersey City, and she
understood that the¥ were as as en-
gaged. Silverdore, it was sal rday,
recently had trouble with his father and
has been living in & boarding house at 18
Cottage street. It was said at the board-
ing house yesterday that Silverdore badn't
been wseen there since Wednesday.

The identification of the body was brought
about through a shoe bearing the name
“George A. Stanford, 633 Newark avenue,
J.mc{e(“{ﬁ. which the girl wore.

County Physician McKenzle, who r-
formed the autopsy, said that the blood
whioh came from the girl’s mouth when the
body was found was caused by congestion
of the lungs. The Newark authorities, as
a matter of precaution, intend to have the
internal organs examined chemically.
